COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

In consequence of Mr. Farren’s indisposition, Mr. F. Matthews read 
the part of Str Harcourt Courtly, in London Assurance, at this house 
last night. The audience received the substitute rather ungraciously at 
first, but Mr. Bartley having twice appealed to them, with a good deal of 
tact, they eventually suffered the Comedy to proceed. The Beggar's 
Opera was the afterpiece. 

The new Drama, entitled The Embassy, will be produced at this The- 
atre on Monday evening next; it is in three acts, and Miss Ellen Tree 
has a principal character in it. 

DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

To the German company, which took up its quarters in « Old Drury” 
the night before last, we wish ev ery success, but we must express our firm 
belief that without the co-operation of some powerful novelties, it will de- 
part considerably minus. Compared to this Theatre, the scene of the 
former efforts of Herr Schumann and his followers, the Prince’s, is a 
sinall area, and under the patronage of nobility, the Germans managed 
to clear their expences, if not to derive a profit from their speculation. 
Now the case is different, nine-tenths of the auditors who attend Drury 
Lane, are totally ignorant of the language to be spoken, and will not part 
with their cash so readily, to listen to that which they cannot comprehend. 
‘Lhe present area is a vast one, and if it be filled each evening of repre- 
sentation we shall be pleasurably mistaken. As to the merits of the com- 
pany we may remark that Madame Teinefetter is an expressive actress as 
well as singer. She is considerably improved both in acting and singing 
since her last appearance in London. The grand scena ‘which she has 
to execute in the early part of Der Freischutz was well given. Madame 
Schumann, as Annchen, is lively, naive, and pleasing. Herr Sesselmann, 
who acts Caspar, (a novice to the London boards,) is by no means a 
first-rate singer, and was rather coldly received. Haitzinger on the con- 
trary gained much applause by his delicious execution of the music al- 
lotted to Max. The other singers claim no extraordinary mention. We 
perfectly agree with the following remarks made by a morning journal of 
vesterday. 

“ The Opera was tolerably put upon the stage. As Herr Schumann, 
however, by the—shall we call it puff ’—in his bill, provokes criticism on 
the scenic arrangement of this Opera, we must, in answer to his challenge 
say, that much more might be dona for Der Freischutz, both by scene- 
painter and eee, than was shown last — The incantation scene 
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has never been represented, but to burlesque the subject. We have drop- 
sical dragons in the way of their own tails,—dirty children—like Mrs. 
Brownrigg’s apprentices escaped from the coal-hole—for small devils,— 
ravens hanging in the air dead as poulterer’s pullets—sundry flashes of 
gunpowder—and, by way of consummating effect, a display of very 
red fire ; to say nothing of certain musical owls that—capital timeists !— 
flap their wings and show their scarlet eyes at certain pauses of the music. 
Something more poetic than all this might be effected. We recommend 
Herr Schumann to invite Madame Vestris to superintend every future in- 
cantation if the Opera is to be repeated.” The “ getting up” was bad 
enough at the Prince’s Theatre—if possible, Der Freyschutz is worse 
put upon the stage here. Mr. Bunn ought to know better.
